Arrive At El Paso Accompanied 
HT«M 


By Armed Escort-Intense Feel- Woman Will 
ing Results In Military Guards 
Being Doubled.

El Paso, Texas, Jan. 33.—The 


Madera telegraph 
operator 
re- 


ported today that there was no 
truth in the rumor of 10 Amer- 
ican men and two English women 
being killed at Madcra. 


Word from ChihmOiua City that 


the 10 Americans and two English 
women had been killed, created 
great excitement here, but the re- 
port was not confirmed and the 
statement from the Madera oper- 
ator leads to the belief that the 
rumor is unfounded. 


One of the women reported kill- 


ed WPS said to be the wife of Cap- 
tain Jack Leftbridge, retired Brit- 
ish army officer, who, with an 
English woman companion, a Mrs. 
Berry, had been staying at Bn- 
bricoia ranch, the Hearst 
prop- 


erty. 
. 


Corpses At £1 Paso. 


The death train bearing the bul- 


let-riddled corpses of the Amer- 
icans slain on Monday- at Santa 
Ysabel, arrived in El Paso today | 
and were taken in charge by un- 
dertakers preparatory to sending, 
them to relatives all over the coun 
try. 


Accompanying the bodies was 


an armed escort of four Amer- 
icans that had gone out from Chi- 
huahua City to recover them. The 
"death special" was followed by 
a troop train filled with Carran- 
zista soldiers. 


The arrival here of the victims 


of the massacre inflamed still high- 
er the intense feeling which has 
been growing ever since news of 
the massacre wrs first received. 


Military Guards Doubled. 


Military guards on the bridge 


across which the bodies were 
borne were doubled upon orders 
from General*John IVrshing, U. S. 
A., and extra squads of policemev 
were on duty thruout the city all 
iiight to put down any outbreaks 
or anti-Mexican demonstrations. 


Groups of relatives waited anx- 


iously for the arrival of the 


takcra without any red tape or 
formality. 


The body of Joseph Enders, re- 


ported t« have been killed, was 
not among those arriving today. 


Heads Almost Blown Off. 


F. E. Stepliensou, secretary of 


tlie mining and smeller men's as- 
sociation of Chihuahua Avho or- 
ganized the party that recovered 
the bodies, said that the heads 
were almost blown, on".

"The generation of current for light and power is becoming more and 


This statement occurs in the "Summary of 
the Electrical Industries for 1912" issued by the United States Bureau of 
the Census.
